Dxadlv Fujer xxn Mcrdbji.— J. P. Beard, a 
youlh of 1;< years, was killed by James MeCrocklin, 
near the farm of the father of the deceased, on 

Elk Creek, Spencer county, Ky., on Thursday. 

We learn from a passenger by the Taylorsville 
stage la.st evening, that the tragic utlair had its 
origin in a dispute growing oat of JIcCrocklin 
taking away a dog which he claimed from the 
premises of Beard. No one was pre-sent at the 
tight hut the combatants, and the survivor’s 
story is that as he was taking the dog away 
young lleai d {mrsned him, and a dispute took 
place w’uen they were some distance from the 
piemiscsot Beard. The dispute ended in blows, in 
which JIcCrocklin got the advantage, and turned 
to leave. The deceased then drew his knife, 
and MeCrocklin rtnick him on the arm, causing 
the knife to drop. He seized it and stabbed Beard 
three times, two of the wounds being fatal. Al- 
though mortally wounded, Beard, with character- 
istic couiage and determination, nude a struggle 
lor the weapon, and catching McCrocktin’s wrists 
in a vice-like grasp, the knife again fell to the 
ground. He picknd it op, but before be could 
use it. fell deed. This is McCrocklin’s veraion of 
the affair, and, how true it i.<, he alone knows. — 
-VfU-r the tight he went home, told bis father he 
had killed Beard, and sub.sequeutly lied. The 
I lather of the deceased oti'ers a reward of ^1,000 for 
iiis apprehension.

A favorable change will be noticed 
before half of the infusion is taken, in the relaxa- 
tion ot the nijicles, in the spasms, and iu the 
length of time which elapses between the spa.sms. 
This quantity of tobacco, given to a healty person, 
.vould i>roduce serious effects, but in a case of 
poisoning by strychnine its elfecls are said to be 
-'iitiiely uutagonizad.
